SUPERANNUATES. 
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Rules of Order. 


1. The Conference session shall open each day at 8:30 A. 
M., and close at 11:45 A. M. The first thirty minutes of the 
morning session shall be devoted to devotional exercises. 


2. The President shall take the chair at preciscly the hour 
to which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions, 
shall have the minutes of the previous session read and ap- 
proved. 


Rie: The President shall decide all questions of order, sub- 
ject to appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal 
the question shall be taken without debate. : 


4. The President shall appoint all committees not other- 
wise ordered by the Conference. 


5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing 
if the President, Secretary, or any member requests it. 


6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

7. When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a 
resolution offered, or a report read, it shall be deemed in pos- 
session of the Conference. 


8. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the 
one under consideration is disposed of, which may be done by 
adoption or rejection, unless one of the following should in- 
tervene, which motion shall have precedence in the following 
order, viz.: 


(1) The previous question. 
(2) Indefinite postponement. 
(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 
(5) To postpone to a given time. 
(6) To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To re-commit. 


9. Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the 
President, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless 
he depart from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 


10. Nomember shall be permitted to speak more than ten 
minutes at any one time, nor more than once on the same ques- 
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tion, until all have spoken who desire, unless leave be granted 
by the Conference, which shall be decided by vote, without 
debate. 


11. Any member shall have the right to state a question 
of privilege, raise a point of order, and make an explanation 
when he considers his arguments have been misrepresented by 
another. 


12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard 
for the feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language 
and personal reflections. 


13. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall 
be in order for any member who voted with the majority to 
move a reconsideration. 


14. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and 
shall be decided without debate, unless it shall be for adjourn- 
ment to a fixed time. 


15. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to attend. 


16. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and 
no member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any 
question, and all members inside the bar shall vote upon all 
questions unless they are excused by the Conference. 


17. All changes involving Conference relations, as well 
as all candidates for admission on trial, re-admission, admis- 
sion upon credentials from other churches, and for admission 
into full membership, shall be referred to a committee on Con- 
ference Relations; and no such change of relation shall be 
granted, nor any such candidate admitted, until said committee 
shall have made its report. 


18. Incase an Executive session be ordered, only members 
in full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 

19. The General Educational Collection shall be applied 
to the Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless 
otherwise ordered by a vote of the Conference. 

20. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal 
of the proceedings, and, when approved, the printed minutes 
shall be the official record of the Conference. He shall take 
charge of the journals and all Conference papers, keep them 


safe, and have them forwarded to the place of Conference ses- 
sions. 


21. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to 
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place in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, and to 
send to those absent, drafts for the amount due them from the 
funds of the Conference, provided for that purpose, as shown 
by the report of the Conference Board of Stewards. 


22. No persons shall be advanced in his studies in the 
Conference course of study, who is conditioned upon more 
than one study. 


21. The President shall provide for closing up the busi- 
ness of the final session of the Annual Conference that due and 
sufficient time shall be given for proper devotional services just 
preceding the reading of the appointments, that no unseemly, 
haste or disorder at such time be manifest. 


24. The rules for the governing of this session of the 
Annual Conference shall be printed in the Official Journal. 
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Course of Study and Reading for Traveling 
Preachers. 


The following plan of study and reading has been arranged 
for undergraduates and candidates for admission: 


1. “Instruction by Correspondence” is expected of each 
examiner for every student under his particular charge. 


2. Each Examiner who has charge of books “To be read” 
will please assign early in the year “some one chapter or topic 
in each book,” so the student can prepare and send to him the 
required syllabus. Each student must file with the registrar 
“a written statement as to whether he has or has not given 
each book “To be read’ a complete and careful reading.” See 
Discipline 1900, page 403, foot note No. 2. 


3. Mid-year examinations will be held in each district. 


4. Sermons, essays and syllabi should be in the hands of 
examiners at least thirty days before Conference. It would be 
better to have them ready by mid-year examination. The 
syllabi should be carefully prepared, giving attention to neat- 
ness and penmanship. 


5. The Examiners are requested by the Board to read the 
papers, grade them and report the grading to the Registrar as 
soon as convenient and he will notify the student of his grade. 


6. A fee of 50 cents per year is required of each student. 


7. For further information address the Chairman or Reg- 
istrar. 


8. The officers of the Board of Examiners are: M. C. 
Wire, Chairman; J. T. Abbett, Registrar and Treasurer.

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OBITUARIES. 


R. T. BALDWIN 
Age at death 47 Came to Oregon 1891 Effective 14 years 


Rev. Riley Thomas Baldwin, a member of the Oregon Con- 
ference, was born in Sangamone County, Illinois, May 17, 1856, 
and died at Pasadena, California, August-6, 1903, aged 47 years, 
2 months and 14 days. When he was four years old his parents 
moved from IIlinois to Douglas County, Kansas, where he grew 
to manhood. He received his common school education at the 
old Baldwin school house, on his father’s farm. He was con- 
verted and joined the Methodist Episcopal church in 1873. 
Three years later he realized that he was called to the work of 
the ministry and from that time put forth every effort in his 
power to prepare himself for his life’s work. In 1877 he entered 
Baker University at Baldwin, Kansas. So anxious was he to get 
an education that he worked his way through college, graduat- 
ing in 1882 to the degree of M. S., B. S.; and P. D. L. He 
joined the Kansas Conference and was appointed to a charge as 
soon as he was through school. He served the following 
charges in Kansas: Parkerville, Chalk Mound, Idano, Havens- 
ville, Hollenberg, and Oketo. He came to the Pacific Coast in 
1890 and preached at Sedro, Washington, one year. And in 
1891, when I was presiding elder of Grants Pass district, he 
came to Oregon and was appointed to the Oakland charge, and 
the next year was tranferred to the Oregon Conference. He 
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served as pastor at Lakeview, Canyonville and Marshfield. He 
was tireless in his labors, and although his health was impaired 
he preached and visited until he completely broke down with 
nervous prostration, and during his pastorate at Marshfield was 
released from his work and moved to California in hopes of re- 
gaining his health and continuing in the work that was so dear 
to him. But he gradually grew worse and for more than seven 
years he was a great sufferer, and was confined to his bed for al- 
most four years. His wife was a constant and patient watcher 
over him by day and by night, not having a whole night’s rest 
for nearly five years. 

He was an earnest and fearless preacher of the Gospel, and 
never gave any uncertain sound. He preached a present, free, 
and full salvation. He preached wherever he could get people to 
listen to him, in private houses, tents, logging camps, sawmills, 
saloons, school houses, and under trees, anywhere and every- 
where. He was “instant in season and out of season.”’ He took 
a supernumerary relation and afterward was superannuated, 
which relation he sustained at the time of his translation. He 
leaves a wife and three children, Roscoe, Grace, and Rose. He 
grieved to think that he had to leave his family unprovided for, 
and without an earthly home. But he committed them to Him 
who has promised to be a “Father to the fatherless,” and a sup- 
porter of the widow. His funeral services were held at his late 
residence in Pasadena, Cal., and were conducted by Rev. Lam- 
port, pastor of the first M. E. Church of Pasadena.

As pastor’ s wife, as devoted mother of four daughters and 
companion and stepmother to one son, as partner in the honors 
and responsibilities of episcopal position, as incumbent of the 
office of Branch President, she measured up to every require- 
ment, “unobtrusive, modestly but _unhesitatingly entering doors 
opened for her, presiding or serving with equal grace, always 
with self- forgetful purpose to forward the Master’s work.” 


Few could have come to these Western shores, among stran- 
gers, and have so soon and really, as did she, become identified 
with their lives and interests. With quick recognition of the 
value of others, unmarred by hint of superiority in herself or 
her opportunities, she strengthened the feeble hands and helped 
to better service. The Branch presidency was accepted as a 
divine trust, and, although soon called to accompany her hus- 
band to the missions of Eastern Asia, the loss of her presence 
was in a degree compensated by her promuent letters, filled with 
keen and painstaking observations of our missions. Her initia- 
tion into the function of presiding over a legislative body oc- 
curred in Japan, where for two successive sessions she guided 
the deliberations of the Woman’s Annual Conference, to the 
delight of all its members. 

In China, two years prior to the Boxer outbreak, Mrs. 
Cranston and her daughters suffered the attack of an angry 
mob in the streets of Peking, abandoned by their terrified chair- 
bearers and rescued only with difficulty by Dr. Lowry. This 
experience was a nervous shock from which she never fully 
recovered, although she returned safely home to carry on her 
duties with sweet faithfulness and consequent inspiration and 
profit to her associates up to the time of the sudden collapse 
which rendered public service impossible. 

When slowly, but to all appearances surely, climbing back 
to health, a second time she journeyed with the Bishop to a 
mission field and received the final summons to her Heavenly 
Home. The day before her death, her mind was unusually 
clear and her peace and trust were abundant. “Safe in the 
arms of: Jesus,’ she murmured; and then again, “Sate in the 
arms of Jesus.” A little later she prayed: “Show me the way, 
dear Father—this morning, dear—Father.” These were her 
last coherent words. 

She sleeps beside her first-born in Jacksonville, Illinois.

The Chinese Mission in Portland has been visited by mem- 
bers of this committee from time to time during the year, and 
find it in a prosperous condition. The report of the superin- 
tendent furnished the committee shows a contribution of over 
$1,400 during the year for the maintenance of the mission, the 
relief of our people at Heppner, and Christianization of their 
fellow countrymen, and fair success in religious and educational 
work. 

The work of the Mission is circumscribed by the fact that 
because of the law of the land, few if any new Chinamen are 
now coming to this Coast, and our work is henceforth of neces- 
sity to be confined to native-born Chinamen. 


In view of this we suggest that special attention be given to 
getting the Chinese children now swarming on the streets of 
Portland into the Mission; and it is gratifying to report that 
the pastor’s wife maintains a weekly meeting on Sabbath after- 
noon with the Chinese women of the city. 

Moreover, the committee having personal knowledge of the 
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close attention of the Presiding Elder to the Mission, commends

Education. 


I. FREEDMAN’S AID AND SOUTHERN 
3 EDUCATION. 


The ignorance and degredation of the poor whites and 
negroes of the South make a fruitful field for vice and crime. 
To save and educate these classes is a national duty, and a means 
of averting a vast national peril. The only hope of the colored 
race is in the unwearied effort of Christian benevolence. The 
results already accomplished, the present fine condition of our 
schools, the wise management of its affairs, prompt. to increased 
support of the society. We will present the claims of this work 
and undertake to raise $900 apportioned to this Conference. 


Il. BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


We most heartily commend the excellent work for higher 
Christian education which is being accomplished for the Church 
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through the Board of Education. We especially approve of the 
emphasis laid upon educational excellence and genuine spirit- 
uality as the true ideal for our schools. We note with satisfac- 
tion the report of special gifts to the Board of Education, and 
unreservedly commend it to the benevolence of our people, par- 
ticularly those who are able to make large gifts. 

We urge that Children’s Day be observed and a collection 
taken in every charge according to the Discipline. It is not 
“flag Sunday” nor “flower Sunday” nor any festival of the sort. 
It is the day when the doors of the Christian college should be 
made to open wide for the Christian youth. Let it be so ob- 
served. 

During the past year the Board aided students who gave 
their home residence or Church relationship as within the bounds 
of our Conference to the number of seven and to the amount of 
$455. The contributions of our Conference received by the 
Board for the year were $251.13. Our minutes show a large 
number of charges not contributing to this fund. 

We commend the officers of the Board for their energy in 

collecting loans, and we urge all beneficiaries within our own 
Conference to make as prompt payment as possible. We com- 
mend the Christian Student and the Cokesbury Guild to all our 
people. 
We call upon our people to give liberally of their wealth that 
our institutions shall everywhere be equal to the best. We call 
upon our institutions everywhere to fulfill their high and im- 
portant ministry in behalf of the Church. We call upon parents 
to consecrate their children to Christ and his service and to give 
them the best education as a preparation for that service. And 
we call upon our young men and women to give themselves fully 
to Christ for salvation and service, and to seek in a Christian 
college the highest training for the greatest usefulness. Our 
Church needs a thousand new men each year for the ministry 
alone. The Head of the Church is calling for the best. 


WI. THEOLOGICAL SCHOOLS. 


The times demand the best possible training for the ministry. 
The Church needs, for strong leadership, thoroughly equipped 
men. Nowhere are such men more needed and appreciated than 
in the Pacific Northwest. We earnestly urge our young men 
to avail themselves of the exceptional benefits so freely offered 
by our Theological seminaries. We require of these schools that 
they will train our men to be Methodist preachers loyal to our 
standards of doctrine, experience and life. We expect them to be 
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conservative as to unproven theories of Biblical criticism and 
interpretation, and that they produce defenders of the faith once 
delivered to the saints. We look forward to the establishing of 
a first-class Theological Seminary on the Pacific Coast at an 
early date. 

We most cordially approve the errand of the Gladstone 
Itinerant’s Club, viz., to contribute to mental enlargement and 
higher culture, and are pleased with its success thus far, and we 
urge our preachers to sustain the work of the club. The officers 
for the coming year are: President, the Rev. D. A. Watters;

Missions. 
INDIAN WORK. 


Your committee submits the following report: 

1. The work on the Siletz Reservation is in a prosperous 
condition. There are 115 members and 19 probationers. Dur- 
ing the year 16 persons were baptized. “The Sunday school of 
60 scholars has an average attendance of 50. The new church 
worth $1,000 will be dedicated in a few weeks. 

On the Klamath Reservation, land has been secured at three 
desirable points for churches and a parsonage. At Yanix a 
church may be erected next year. The lumber has already been 
cut and delivered by the Indians. The present membership is 
400, including 70 baptized during the year. The Reservation 
contains 1,800 square miles. We recommend that missionaries 
be stationed at Yanix, and the “Agency,” which are 40 miles 
apart. We further recommend a much larger missionary appro- 
priation for this needy but encouraging work. 


MISSIONARY ANNIVERSARY. 
2. We appreciate very much the services rendered by the 
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Rey. A. B. Leonard, D. D., corresponding secretary of the Mis- 
sionary Society, who delivered an inspiring missionary sermon 
and also addressed the Annual Conference. ; 

We rejoice in the success that has been vouchsafed to mis- 
sions and that the net sum of about $6,472 was raised on the 
various charges, being an increase of $841 for missions above 
that raised last year.

3. The annual Conference meeting of the Women’s Home 
Missionary Society reported a gain of five new auxiliaries; cash 
receipts of $1,512; and supply work of $800. ‘The Rev. J. N. 
Beard, D. D., of the California Conference, made the annual 
address which was very helpful and inspiring.

Reforms. 
CLASS MEETINGS. 


We are pleased to hear that the class meeting is being re- 
vived in many parts of the East, and in such churches as Taylor 
Street, Grace and Centenary in our own Conference; and we 
appeal to our pastors in charge of circuits and stations to begin 
at once a persistent effort to restore this gracious factor in spir- 
itual life to its former favor and usefulness. 


OFFICIAL CHURCH PAPERS. 

We recognize in our church papers one of the greatest 
forces for developing a healthy church life. We are glad to 
know that the Pacific Christian Advocate compares favorably 
with other church papers, and we desire hereby to express our 
admiration for the abilitiies of Dr. A. N. Fisher, the editor, our 
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confidence in him and our love for him. His conduct of the 
paper, under adverse conditions, has been wise, able and helpful 
to our cause on this Coast, and we most heartily commend the 
paper to the patronage of our people; but whereas, a family of 
six “Advocates” requires $63,400 of the church’s money, in ad- 
dition to their own earnings, “to keep those papers alive” dur- 
ing the quadrennium, we believe the time has come when the 
number of official organs should be reduced to four, to be located 
-as follows: One in New York, one in Chicago, one in New 
Orleans, and one in Portland, Oregon; and all to be fully 
equipped with facilities for great and successful papers. 


TEMPERANCE. 

We affirm our unswerving allegiance to the position held by 
the Methodist Episcopal Church concerning the legalized liquor 
traffic as expressed in the discipline, aiming at the complete abo-. 
lition of the liquor traffic. 

We are grateful for an increasing interest in temperance re- 
form, especially in Germany, Great Britain and our own land. 

We heartily endorse the plans of the management of the 
Epworth League to push an aggressive educational campaign 
against the saloon, and pledge ourselves to assist in forwarding 
this object. 

We rejoice in the victories achieved through the agency of 
the Anti-Saloon League in the neighboring states of California 
and Washington, and welcome the introduction of this federated 
church movement into our own state through the newly-ap- 
pointed Superintendent, Dr. G. L. Tufts, of the Cincinnati 
Conference. We approve the idea of uniting all denominations 
in an organized effort against the united organized liquor power. 

We recommend the appointment of Dr. H. J. Talbott, 
Judge J. F. Caples, Rev. W. T. Kerr, Hon. A. F. Flegel, Hon. 
Samuel Connell and Hon. J. E. Haseltine as a committee to 
represent us on the State Board of the Anti-Saloon League, and 
urge our pastors and churches to co-operate with those chosen 
to carry forward this work. 

We favor the call sent forth by the Friends’ Fifth Yearly 
Meeting last October, for a delegated convention of all churches 
to devise the wisest methods for the destruction of the saloon, 
the heartless foe of church, home and state. 

We urge Congress to pass the bill entitled “A bill to limit 
the effect of the regulations of commerce between the several 
states and with foreign countries in certain cases;” the intent 
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of which bill is to protect the police powers of the individual 
states agains the carrying on of the liquor traffic under the pro- 
visions of the “inter-state commerce law.” 

We rejoice in the action of the last Congress in maintaining 
the anti-canteen law, and pray that body not to consider any 
repeal measures of the same. 

We commend the action of the Navy Department in re- 
moving the saloons from the neighborhood of the navy yard at 
Bremerton, Washington. 

We recommend as delegates from this conference to the 
Eighth National Convention of the American Anti-Saloon 
League to be held in Washington, D. C., December, 1903, J. 
R. T. Lathrop and J. H. Skidmore. Reserves, J. W. McDou- 
gall and Harold Oberg. 


THE SABBATH. \ 

The Bible is the Word of God. It teaches that one day in 
seven is to be observed as a day of rest from ordinary toil; also 
that it is to be kept holy unto the Lord. The Christian world, 
with great unanimity, holds that the first day of the week, com- 
monly called Sunday, should be observed as such day of rest 
and worship. We believe that our people, whatever other 
people may do, should desist from ordinary work on Sunday, 
wherever possible for them to do so; should avoid all unneces- 
sary travel on that day; and should absolutely avoid all Sun- 
day excursions as being subversive of the spirit of the day, and 
that they should discourage all forms of Sabbath dissipation. 


RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved, That as an Annual Conference we have been 
royally entertained, and hereby express our gratitude to Dr. 
Parsons, the pastor, and to the members of this Church; to 
Dr. Watters, Presiding Elder of this district; to Dr. Coleman, 
and his co-laborers and to the many good people of the city of 
Salem. Also we thank most heartily the pastors and people 
of all sister Churches for their kindly help and co-operation in 
the entertainment of the Conference.

Sunday Schools. 

Your Committee on Sunday Schools would report as fol- 
lows :— 

We find, by careful comparison of the statistical reports of 
the present session with that of one year ago, that there has 
been an actual decrease of 9 schools, 13 officers and. teachers 
and no appreciable increase in the number of scholars in our 
Sunday Schools. And these painful facts confront us in the 
face of a year of large immigration within the borders of the 
Conference, and continued prosperity and growth >f all our 
Church activities, that the interests of the Sunday School are 
demanding much greater attention on the part of our pastors 
and people than they are now receiving. The future of the 
Church is increasingly in the Sunday School. ‘The chief source 
of our numerical increase as a Church must be from the chil- 
dren of our own families. There can be no work of greater 
importance than the nurture, conversion and preparation for 
Church membership of the army of children and youth in our 


Sunday Schools. 
We, therefore, your Cipieatinie’ recommend as follows: 
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First, That we give renewed attention to our divine com- 
mission and the provisions of the discipline in the care and 
spiritual training of the children committed to our oversight. 


Second, We will become more actively identified with the 
work and benefits to be derived, of the Oregon State Sunday 
School Association believing that in new and advanced meth- 
ods of work suggested, and in the enthusiasm imparted, their 
conventions are invaluable. 


Third, We urge our Presiding Elders to hold, if practi- 
cable, district Sunday School Institutes, also the planting of 
Sunday Schools in needy communities. We urge upon our 
ministers greater attention to the baptizing of children, and 
the formation of classes for religious instruction. 

Fourth, Inasmuch as the education of the young in religion 
is of the highest importance, great care should be exercised in 
the selection of teachers. The pastor and_ superintendent 
should mutually aid in choosing for the instruction of our 
children men and women of earnest Christian character, with 
a knowledge of the Bible and aptness in teaching. We hope 
the time is not far distant when every teacher in our Sunday 
Schools shall be a professed follower of Jesus Christ, with a 
living experience. 

Fifth, We believe that the literature for the Sunday School 
supplied by the Methodist Episcopal Church, and published by 
our own Book Concern, is the best for the purpose that can be 
obtained. We urge that our pastors and Presiding Elders 
everywhere see that our literature is used in the Sunday 
Schools. We are confident that this will help to build up an 
earnest religious character, loyal to our Church, among the 
young people who attend our Sunday Schools. 

Sixth, We recommend that wherever practicable the Home 
Department be established in connection with our Sunday 
Schools. This is a distinct” branch of the school for the bene- 
fit of those who are unable to attend its sessions, but are wil- 
ling to study the lesson at home. We suggest that pastors and 
Sunday School officers send to the Book Concern for literature 
upon this subject, and take steps for the establishment of this 
department, which links the home and the school in the study 
of God’s word. 

; We urge regular Teachers’ Meeting, Sunday School Grad- 
ing, Decision Day, Rally Day, as proven to be of great assist- 
ance in building up the Sunday School. 

Inasmuch as the Sunday School Union of our Church aids 
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every year about 3,500 needy schools with literature and has 
no resources except the collection in the Churches, we urge 
that an offering be given for this cause in all our charges.
